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G. P. Refinery 
Sets Low Smog 
Rating Standard

The anti-smog rating of gaso 
lines sold in the Los Angeles Ba 
sin during the month of July was 
released by the Air Pollution Con­ 
trol District today.

Based upon the olefin content 
of the gasoline, as measured in 
terms of "Bromine Number," the 
District rated 49 brands and 
grades from 23 different refiners. 
Of these, the report stated, 22 
tested out at a Bromine Number 
of 30 or less and thus satisfied 
the requirements of Rule 63, 
which becomes effective July 1, 
I960. After that date all gasoline 
sold in the Basin must meet this 
standard.

Newhall Refining Company con­ 
tinued in first place with its regu­ 
lar grade of gasoline showing on­ 
ly a 1.8 Bromine, while the same 
i-ompanyls premium grade was 
third with a Bromine of 9.1. Cen­ 
tury Oil Company's premium was 
second at 7.2.

Significant changes were regis­ 
tered by two major companies, 
Trxaeo and Standard. Texaco for 
the first time moved a gasoline 
into the below 30 group, with its 
premium changing from 34.3 in 
"Sth place in June to 21.9 in 13th 
place for July. Standard changed 
its middle grade from last 
months 40.6 Bromine, which had 
it in 44th place, to 30.5 which put 
it into 24th place.

Standard missed only by a frac­ 
tion in bringing its middle grade 
below 30, which would hav« made 
it the only company having three 
grade* in the approved class. 
Standard'1 regular and custom 
grades are below Bromine Num­ 
ber 20, which Is a level that will 
not be" compulsory until January 
1, 1962.

Two major refiner*, General 
Petroleum and Tidewater, each 
of which market two grades of 
gasoline, had both grades be­ 
low Bromine Number 80. Of com­ 
panies other than Standard mar­ 
keting three grades, Powerine and 
Wilshire also had two grades be- , 
low 80.

Approve Street 
Work Petitions

Approval to circulate a petition 
for the proposed improvement of 
Delford and Kinard Avenues in 
Torrance was announced today by 
Supervisor Burton W. Chace.

As adopted by the Board of Su­ 
pervisors, the order authorizes 
residents to circulate a petition 
for the formation of a special as­ 
sessment district.

Before the Board can take any 
further action, however, Chacr 
said, the petition must be signed 
by owners of 60 per cent of the 
assessable area of property in the 
proposed district and b« returned 
to the Board by August 1, 1S<M).

If approved by property own­ 
ers, the project would cost a to­ 
tal of $33,130 and would he met 
entirely by the homeowners them­ 
selves. No County contribution Ji 
planned.

Big Stake in 
M.S. Fight Seen
